. Personal History and Background

he was forced to go to work in a Chicago Heights steel 
mill at a very early age. At the age of 14, he ran away 
from his home and stole an automobile. Не was caught in 
this theft, but was not convicted of the crime, Не 
"bummed" around for several years and got into various 
businesses, Later he met FRANK FRANZE, who married his 
sister and shortly after World War II, ' they became part- 
ners in а cooperative music company, of which he is still 
associated. Source states that subject indicated his prime
